Alberta Health Serv¬ 
ices has admitted 
security breaches at 
Edmonton’s Alber¬ 
ta Hospital have not 
been limited to two 
very publicized 
escapes from the 
psychiatric facility 
this month. 

In fact, the rate 
of patients evading 
the facility is one 
every 10 days, chief 
operating officer and executive 
vice-president of AHS, Chris 
Mazurkewich, said Thursday 

He said a provincewide review 
will start in August to “reduce the 
risk of patients leaving mental 
health without the consent of 
their psychiatrist,” especially at 
Alberta Hospital. 

It will cover the past three 
years. 

Last Tuesday around 4:30 p.m., 
Douglas Campbell, 32, scaled a 


fence while pla3dng 
basketball under 
supervision at 
Alberta Hospital. 

That fence is part 
of the problem, said 
Mazurkewich, and 
will be covered in 
the review. 

“We don’t want 
a prison, this isn’t a 
prison environ¬ 
ment. ... We are 
looking at design¬ 
ing the fence in a way that it’s not 
scalable,” said Mazurkewich. 

Melissa Ekkelenkamp is still 
missing and her family continues 
to search after the 44-year-old 
walked away from Alberta Hospi¬ 
tal July 6. 

Her sister, Arlene Vandekamp, 
said she believed Ekkelenkamp 
would be checked every 15 min¬ 
utes. 

Patients’ families will be part 
of the review efforts, but AHS 



would not say how they will be 
chosen. 

Cathy Piyce, AHS vice-president 
of addictions and mental-health 
prevention, said any new proce¬ 
dures resulting from the probe 
will have to bridge patient rights 
and security, o shelley williamson 


Hospital review 


► Experts from Canada and the U.S. 
will conduct the review, according 
to AHS, after which findings and 
recommendations will be made 
public, likely in a few months. 

► Short- and long-term improve¬ 
ments to security, procedures and 
policies at all Alberta hospitals 
will be covered in the review. 

► Hospital staffing levels, policies, 
practices, physical environment, 
and the needs and concerns of 
patients and their families at all 
mental-health facilities will be 
part of the probe.

The quick thinking of a de¬ 
livery driver is being credit¬ 
ed for interrupting an 
alleged sexual assault on a 
10-year-old boy. 

Police said Thursday that 
the boy who stepped off an 
Edmonton Transit bus near 
Riverbend Square around 
noon on Tuesday was fol¬ 
lowed by a 24-year-old man, 
grabbed by the arm and led 
behind the Edmonton Pub¬ 


lic Library, where he was 
sexually assaulted. 

“(The assailant) had 
asked the child to partially 
undress and proceeded to 
take photos of the child 
with his BlackBerry,” said 
Staff Sgt. Ken Henderson of 
the EPS child-protection 
section. 

The boy then saw the de¬ 
livery truck pull up and 
called for help. The suspect 
fled, but the driver chased 
him for three blocks and 
wrestled him to the ground 
while another citizen called 


police. 

“We don’t encourage 
people to (get involved),” 
said Henderson. “Bottom 
line, it was a really good 
catch and we’re very appre¬ 
ciative of the actions he 
took at the time.” 

Henderson said paper¬ 
work has been filed to pub¬ 
licly recognize the man for 
his actions. 

Darryl Magloire Grand- 
jambe, of Edmonton, is 
charged with kidnapping, 
sexual interference and sex¬ 
ual assault.

► Police have a warrant to 
search Darryl Magloire 
Grandjambe's cellphone 
and Henderson said 
depending on the contents, 
further charges may follow. 

► Police have had “minimal 
contact” with Grandjambe 
in the past, said Henderson. 

► Other police agencies have 
been notified of the 
incident and arrest, as 
Grandjambe is “quite tran¬ 
sient,” said Henderson.

At that point, 
four officers got out of the 
truck and repeatedly or¬ 
dered McCoy to put down 
his gun. 

He levelled his weapon 
and all four officers shot 
him several times.

LED street bulbs to 
reduce light pollution

Orange light is wasted 
light. 

That’s according to 
Coun. Don Iveson, who 
happily announced Thurs¬ 
day the city will install 
4,500 high-efficiency LED 
lights in 12 neighbour¬ 
hoods this year. 

They use 40 to 60 per 
cent less electricity than 
the current sodium lumi¬ 
naries, and for every 
1,000 replaced, green¬ 
house gases will be re¬ 
duced by 243 tonnes. 

“They’re much more ef¬ 
ficient converting elec¬ 
tricity into light,” said 
Iveson. “It’s one of the 
most efficient things the 
city can do.” 


Savings will be $4,300 
per neighbourhood each 
year because even though 
the new lights are more 
expensive, they last four 


times as long.

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Soldier planned 
attack: U.S. army 

O It’s alleged he eyed assault on base where 13 died 


An absentee Muslim sol¬ 
dier who had weapons 
stashed in a motel room 
near Fort Hood has admit¬ 
ted planning an attack on 
the iconic Texas post, au¬ 
thorities say. 

Thirteen people died at 
Fort Hood in 2009 in the 
worst mass shooting ever 
on a U.S. military installa¬ 
tion. 

Pfc. Naser Abdo, 21, 
was arrested Wednesday 
at a motel about five kilo¬ 
metres from Fort Hood’s 
main gate. 

Agents found firearms 
and “items that could be 
identified as bomb-mak¬ 
ing components, includ¬ 
ing gunpowder,” in his 
motel room, said FBI 
spokesperson Erik Vasys. 

The army said the man 
arrested by Killeen police 
“was in possession of a 
large quantity of ammuni¬ 
tion, weapons and a bomb 
inside a backpack.” 

Upon questioning, the

army said, he admitted to 
planning an attack on 
Fort Hood. 

Officials have not of¬ 
fered details about Abdo’s 
possible intentions. 

The infantry soldier 
had applied for conscien¬ 
tious-objector status last 
year, saying his religious 
beliefs should prohibit his 
service in any war. 


A military review board 
recommended this spring 
that he be separated from 
the army. 

But the discharge was 
delayed after he was 
charged with possessing 
child pornography and an 
Article 32 military hear¬ 
ing last month recom¬ 
mended he be court 
martialled. 

He has been absent 
without leave from Fort 
Campbell, Ky., since the 
July 4 weekend. 

Vasys said the FBI 
would charge Abdo with 
possessing bomb-making 
components and he 
would be transferred 
from Killeen police into 
federal custody. 

Vasys said there was 
nothing to indicate Abdo 
was working with others. 

An Oklahoma attorney 
who has represented Ab¬ 
do said Thursday he had¬ 
n’t heard from Abdo in

Europe fears

O Norway attacks may be isolated, 
but European officials worry they 
will inspire other extremists 


Norway cast it as the isolat¬ 
ed act of a lone-wolf terror¬ 
ist, whose boasts of a 
far-flung network of anti- 
Muslim warriors were the 
fantasies of a deranged 
mind. 

European officials at an 
emergency counter-terror 
meeting see a continent¬ 
wide threat from right- 
wing extremists amid 
mounting Islamophobia — 
and warn of possible copy¬ 
cats. 

Two visions of the Nor¬ 
way atrocity emerged 
'Thursday, as Europe gropes 
for answers following a 
tragedy that claimed the 
lives of 78 people. 

While a picture 
emerged of a solitaiy killer, 
the attack carried out by 
Tenders Behring Breivik has 
stirred questions in Europe 
about whether authorities 
have neglected the threat 
of right-wing extremists in 
their push to crack down 
on Islamist terror groups 
after 9-11. 

At an emergency meet¬ 
ing on the far-right threat, 
European Union countert¬ 
errorism officials warned 
radicals who share 
Breivik’s ideology might be 
tempted to follow his lead.

Families 
of jailed 
hikers 
remain 
hopeful 

The families of two Ameri¬ 
cans imprisoned in Iran 
for nearly two years say 
they’re counting on a 
court hearing Sunday to 
end their ordeal at last. 

Shane Bauer and Josh 
Fattal, both 29, are due for 
what Iranian authorities 
have said will be a final 
hearing in their protracted 
espionage case. It’s sched¬ 
uled two years to the day 
after they were arrested 
along with another Ameri¬ 
can, Sarah Shourd, during 
a hike on the Iraq-Iran bor¬ 
der. Shourd was released 
last September. 

Tehran’s chief prosecu¬ 
tor, Abbas Jafari 
Dowlatabadi, told Iran’s 
official news agency in 
June that officials “are 
hopeful that the final deci¬ 
sion about the three Amer¬ 
icans’ case will be taken” 
at Sunday’s hearing. He 
did not hint at what the 
decision might be. But the 
families, who have long 
maintained the hikers’ in¬ 
nocence, took his com¬ 
ments as a good sign that 
their ordeal will soon be 
over. 

“I am more than eager 
to see Josh and Shane 
come home,” said Josh’s 
mother, Laura Fattal, of 
Pennsylvania. She said she 
sees the hearing date — 
the second anniversary of 
their arrest — as a good 
sign. 

The families have been 
working to make sure 
Iranian authorities know 
the rest of the world is 
watching. 

They’ve elicited state¬ 
ments of support from 
President Barack Obama, 
Secretary of State Hillary

Shourd, Bauer and 
Fattal, friends from their 
student days at the Univer¬ 
sity of California-Berkeley, 
were vacationing in Iraqi 
Kurdistan when they went 
hiking near a scenic water¬ 
fall. Shourd told the New 
York Times last November 
that they stepped off an 
unmarked dirt road, inad¬ 
vertently crossing from 
Iraq into Iran only because 
a border guard of un¬ 
known nationality ges¬ 
tured for them to 
approach. 

She said they had no 
idea they were so close to 
the border. They all deny 
any espionage. 

Shourd, now 32, and 
Bauer got engaged in 
prison before she was re¬ 
leased for humanitarian 
grounds following health 
issues. 

“As soon as Shane gets 
out, we’re getting mar¬ 
ried,” she said. “It’s been a 
long time coming.”

The Obama administra¬ 
tion accused Iran on 
Thursday of entering into 
a “secret deal” with an al- 
Qaida offshoot that pro¬ 
vides money and recruits 
for attacks in Afghanistan 
and Pakistan. 

The Treasury Depart¬ 
ment designated six 
members of the unit as 
terrorists subject to U.S. 
sanctions. 

The U.S. intelligence 


community has in the 
past disagreed about the 
extent of direct links be¬ 
tween the Iranian govern¬ 
ment and al-Qaida. 

Thursday’s allegations 
went further than what 
most analysts had previ¬ 
ously said was a murky re¬ 
lationship with limited 
co-operation. 

David S. Cohen, Trea¬ 
sury’s point man for ter¬ 
rorism and financial 


intelligence, said Iran en¬ 
tered into a “secret deal 
with al-Qaida, allowing it 
to funnel funds and oper¬ 
atives through its territo¬ 
ry-” 

He didn’t provide any 
details of that agreement, 
but said the sanctions 
seek to disrupt al-Qaida’s 
work in Iraq and deny the 
terrorist group’s leader¬ 
ship much-needed sup¬ 
port. “Iran is the leading 


state sponsor of terrorism 
in the world today,” Co¬ 
hen said in a statement. 
“We are illuminating yet 
another aspect of Iran’s 
unmatched support for 
terrorism.” 

The sanctions block 
any assets the individuals 
might have held in the 
United States, and bans 
Americans from doing 
any business with them.

GLOBAL WARMING. A 

wildlife biologist whose 
observation that polar 
bears likely drowned in 
the Arctic helped galva¬ 
nize the global warming 
movement seven years 
ago was placed on admin¬ 
istrative leave as officials 
investigate scientific mis¬ 
conduct allegations. 

Although it wasn’t 
clear what the exact alle¬ 
gations are, a 
government watchdog 
group representing 
Anchorage-based 
scientist Charles Monnett 
said investigators have 
focused on his 2006 jour¬ 
nal article about the 
bears that garnered 
worldwide attention. 

Whatever the 
outcome or the nature of 
the allegations, the inves¬ 
tigation will likely fuel 
the ongoing fight 
between climate change 
activists and those who 
are skeptical of scientists’ 
findings about global 
warming. The probe also 
focuses attention on an 
Obama administration 
policy intended to 
protect scientists from 
political interference. 

In May 2008, the po¬ 
lar bear was classified as 
a threatened species, the 
first with its survival at 
risk due to global warm¬ 
ing.

“Eveiy PG-13 comedy 
I’ve ever done, you always 
have that inevitable mo¬ 
ment halfway through 
shooting when you call the 
studio head and go, ‘Are 
you sure we can’t go R with 
this? Because we just shot 
something terrible,”’ he 
says. 

“But there are some¬ 
times when you’re in a PG- 
13 movie when it doesn’t 
need to be rated R. It’s veiy 
easy to fall back on the idea 
that you can swear your 
way out of a scene.

Movies have been messing 
with apes since a Holly¬ 
wood director captured 
and chained that great go¬ 
rilla on Skull Island and 
brought him to Broadway 
in 1933’s King Kong. 

The reason, of course, is 
as plain as the image in 
the mirror. 

Apes and monkeys: 
They’re like us, but they’re 
not us. That’s the fascina¬ 
tion. And it’s a great start¬ 
ing point for all kinds of 
storytelling. 

This summer, movies 
have offered a barrel of 
monkeys that, at the risk of 
offending Bonzo and 
Mighty Joe Young, eclipses 
all previous comers, not to 
mention the robots, pirates 
and wizards currently litter¬ 
ing the multiplex.

Chris Brown and Lil 
Wa 3 nie are returning to 
the MTV Video Music 
Awards stage, while Adele 
will make her first appear¬ 
ance. 

The trio are the first 
performers announced for 
the Aug. 28 ceremony in 
Los Angeles, at the Nokia 
Theatre.

At num¬ 
ber two, it’s Skyscraper by 
Demi Lovato, a song that 
has had barely any radio 
airplay at all so far. She’s a 
total online phenom right 
now.

number eight. 

And let’s not forget 
Rebecca Black’s Friday. As 
awful as the song is, the 
video has been viewed 170 
million times on YouTube 
and parodied millions of 
times more, all without 
ever troubling even the 
lowest regions of the Top 
40 radio charts. That’s a hit, 
right? 

So what will be the sum¬ 
mer hit of 2011? 1 guess it 
all depend on where you 
get your music.
